Espy announces summer 
Youth for Jobs program 


City Councilmember Bes Espy this week announced 
plans and major contributors for the Oolumbus Youth 
Corps, Inc. and its Invest in Youth for Jobs Program (IYJP).

Van Buskirk reasserted that 
Bank One “did not and does 
not want the mart to close. if 


there is another alternative,” 
and pledged to support “any 
workable solution to maintain 
minority ownership in the 
store.” . 4 

' The Singletary inventory will 
probably be sold within the 
next week, Van Buskirk said, 
with most of the proceeds 
going to the SBA. However, 
Bank One will “in no way 
benefit from the required 
sales,” Van Buskirk added; the 
bank has agreed to give its 
interest in the sale to various 
food pantries chosen by the 
task force. 

Jerry Hammond said that the 
meeting demonstrated a “sin- 
cere concern on the part of 
Bank One officials as to 
whether. they were misunder- 
stood in thei? position relative 
to the PlazaMart.”
